Markets and Cost of Living. 


Mayor Harrison of Chicago has organized a munt- 
cipal markets commission to investigate and make 
recommendations upo. the city market plan as it is 
related to the cost o. living. Housekeeping expenses 
in Chicago/have soared, as they bave everywhere else; 
and the suggestion of central markets has been re- 
ceived there as offering a remedy for the problem. 
The commission will try to determine to what ex- 
tent consumers would profit by the establishment of 
municipal markets. It is authorized to investigate 
all food handling agencies. 

This step by Chicago adds point to the similar 
investigation already authorized in Alanta’s behalf. 
A commission recently named here by the city will 


give thorough investigation to the plan calling for 


one or more central markets in Atlanta. It will in- 
spect markets elsewere and report later. Its favor- 
able recommendation upon the plan -as a whole 
seems to be anticipated. 

There can remain small doubt in the mind of 
anyone who has giver even superficial study to the 
matter, that a city market in Atlanta will go far 


toward relieving household expenses. Aside from» 


all such matters as better supervision by the health 
authorities over the city’s food supply, the concen- 
tration of it in one big market or even more than 
one in the downtown section will reduce its cost and 
increase its freshness. In the matter of cost, there 
will be cut out the profits now made by the middle- 
man, who is quite essential under the present ar- 
rangement. Also, the item of rent and other ex- 
penses which now come out of the pocket of the 
consumer will be reduced materially. That the food 
supply will be fresher when it can be delivered di- 
rectly at the market to the retailers, is plainly evi- 
dent. 

Atlanta’s tendency toward municipal and com- 
munity co-operation in bringing down the cost of 
living shows the trend of the times. Chicago is but 
one other example. The problem is not an individual 
one. It concerns all in common. It cannot be solved 
otherwise than by concerted and intelligent action.

For a Healthier Atlanta. 


“The opportunity now confronts the city to put its 
hygienic house in order; the expenditures required are 
fortunately not large, and the best authorities tell us 
that the step will pay a handsome profit.” 

These are the concluding words of the frank and 
constructive criticism of health conditions in Atlanta 
by the Russell Sage foundation. At the instance of 
the chamber of commerce, Franz Schneider, Jr., sani- 
tarian of the department of surveys and exhibits of 
the foundation, made a survey of Atlanta in this re- 
gard last spring. His report, just now made public 
by the chamber, contains some patent recommenda- 
tions that are presented most logically, The most im- 
portant of them is that the appropriation to the health 
department of the city government be increased ap- 
preciably, for without that increase no effectual im- 
provement can be made along the other Irtnes. 

That one-third of the deaths in Atlanta each year 
are due to preventable diseases; that the negro com- 
munity, “a hygienic liability,” the source of much 
disease that spreads not only among the members of 
that race, but among the white people as well, is al- 
most neglected by the health authorities; and that 
the system of vital statistics 
proaches the nature of a farce—these are some of the 
striking conclusions presented by the survey. 

The assertion that tuberculosis in Atlanta can be 
diminised very much indeed by the city govern- 
ment’s intelligent action, should arouse citizens and 
the council to definite improvement along the lines 
recommended by the survey—first, the considerable 


enlargement of the free sanitarium at Battle Hill; 
second, the creation of a new division of tuberculosis; 
and third, the requirement that every case of tuber- 
culosis be reported in order that the department may 
take proper precautions with it is a communicable 
disease. The survey recommends, too, a free health 
department dispensary, with general and special 
clinics, and with socia: service invesigation and ex- 
tension home nursing. 


In its last analysis, the survey shows that At- 
lanta as a government is falling short of its duty in 
preventing the spread of communicable disease. The 
failure is due in large measure to the meager appro- 
priation given to that work. The primary remedy is 
one which council can apply, and the other improve- 
ments then can be effected. 


“Atlanta probably is instrinsically a healthy city,” 
is the survey's report. “Many of its people are 
through no fault of their own”subject to diseas® un- 
necessary, and many of them die needlessly. These 
conditigns arise partly from the tact that Atlanta is 
busily “engaged in becoming larger and more pros- 
perous, and partly from the fact that great advances 
have taken place in public health sci.nce in very 
recent years.” . j

On the Luring Away of Servants 


A highly interesting problem is what might be 
called domestic ethics was formulated—and in a way 
and for the moment solved—the other day when a lit- 
tle group of women who would be properly described 
as near-New Yorkers met to decide whether or not an 
article written by one of their number should be 
printed in a publication whiclt they controlled. 

The article contended, with vivecity and a wealth 
of anecdotal illustration, that many women, on hear- 
ing that a neighbor has a good servant, will proceed 
to lure the “treasure” away by an offer of higher 
wages. It also contended that this practice was a 
distinctly vicious one and violative of both sound mor- 
als’ and sound economics, to say nothing of courtesy 
and friendship. : 

Whether these assertions were or were not aimed at 
—whether they did or did not hit—any of the women 
present has not been revealed, but an apparently credi- 
ble rumor has it that the sentiment of the meeting was 
strongly against the publication of the article. It is 
also said that one of its critics had the courage to ex- 
Plain her antagonism by deciariny that any woman had 
aright to get ahy servant she would by paying any 
wages she pleased—that this was exactly what busi- 
ness men constantiy did without exciting reproach, 
and that to adopt the contrary policy would be a cruel 
injustice to the maids, in that it would deprive them 
of practically all opportunity for improving their con- 
dition and increasing their earnings. * 

This last argument has, or seems to have, consid~ 
erable weight, for wages are rarely raised except 
where competition for the worker's services is free, 
and yet there must te some foundation or excuse for 
the indignation which most women unodubtedly feel 
when a neighbor, by taking away her servant, inflicts 
upon her the cruel inconveniences which the loss of a 
good servant usually causes. And is it not true that 
the luring is commonly done secretly, and inat the be- 
reaved mistress rarely has presented to her the alter- 
native to her loss of paying a higher wage? And about 
the business men? That some of them sometimes doy 
this thing is true, but where friendship has existed 
between them does not the doing tend to make the 
temperature of that friendship perceptibly lower?— 
New York Times. 


Warning from the Second Empire 


Writing to the London Times in December, 1870, a 
French lady ascribed the humiliation and suffering her 
nation had just undergone to the frivolities and immod- 
esties of good French women. 

“Every year did dress become more extravagant,” 
she wrote, “entertainments more costly, expenses of 
every Kind more considerable. Lower and lower be- 
came the tone of society, Its good breeding, its deli- 
cacy. More and more were monde and demi-monde 
associated in newspaper accounts of fashionable do- 
ings, in scandalous gossip; on race courses, in imita- 
tion of each other's costumes, mobillers and slang 
Living beyond one's means became habitual—almost 
necessary—for every one to keep up with, if not to go 
beyond, every one clse.” 

This letter to the Times was written as a warning 
to English women. “Deeply and fearfully impressed 
by what my own country has incurred and is: suffer- 
ing.” the lady continued, “I cannot help feeling sor- 
rowful when I see in England signs of our besetting 
sins appearing also. Paint and chignons, siang and 
vaudevilles * * * and reading doubtfully moral 
novels are in themselves small offenses, although not 
many years ago they would have appeared very heinous 
ones; yet they are quick and tempting coneyances on 
a very dangerous highroad.” 

John Ruskin thought this message was pertinent 
enough to be printed in the preface to his “Sesame and 
Lilies.” He thought it expressed beautifully the dan- 
gers of immodesty tn dress and manners and, in this 
follo--ing passage, presented a right conception of 
modest gayety: 

“Far be it trom me to preach.the contempt of al! 
that can make lite lovable and wholesomely pleasant. 
I love nothing better than to see a woman nice, neat, 
elegant, looking her best in the prettiest dress that 
her taste and purse can afford. * * * It is the de- 
gree beyond that which to us has proved so fatal.”— 
Kansas City Star.

THE AMERICAN 
POMOLOGICAL SOCIETY 


BY FREDFRIC J. HASKIN. 


Those who attend the biennial convention of the 


Amefican Pomological society, to be held in Washing~ 


ton next week will have-2n opportunity to examine the 
largest number of varieties of fruits and ‘nuts yer 
assembled in any one exhibit in the country. Especial 
attention has been siven to securing specimens ofthe 
newer sub-tropical fruits which have been recently 
introduced into the country. These have been experi. 
mented upon chiefly in Florida, Califora and Arizona 
and some of the results will be placed upon exhibition 
for the first time by the pomological society, 

The newest of these fruits is the cherimoya, a na- 
tive of the Philippine islands and South America, 
which has lately been successfully introduced inte 
Florida. It is closely allied to the mango which has 
been successfully grown in that region for several 
years. The cherimoya has a rich juicy 


flesh, wite 4 
Its growers believe it will great- 
ly appeal to the American palate when it can be pro- 
duced in commercial quantities in this country 
ve 

Another new fruit is the papaya, which has become 
well known to the American workers upon the canal 
zone where it is native. It has long been grown in 
Florida, but no attention has been paid to the fruit, 
The papaya is a melon-like fruit, with a deep orange 
tinted flesh, It ts Ike a muskmelon growing on 
tree. Its flavor seems a little insipid to the average 
palate, but a taste for it once acquired is not easily * 
lost. The leaves of the papaya tree have the peculiar 
Property of rendering tough meat tender. They may 
be applied in different ways. A native butcher may 
hang a quarter, taken from some Ancient animal, under 
the papaya tree for a few hours and it will be per- 
fectly tender when placed upon the market. In the 
native Panaman markets papaya leaves are sometimes 
wrapped around the meat as it lies in the stalls, Just 
what influence the introduction of the papaya will have 
upon the American beef industry can only be conjec- 
tured at present, but its possibilities are great,

Several new varieties of tangarines, Jujubes, of Chi- 
nese plums, Japanese Persimmons, Avocados, or alll- 
gator pears. Arizona dates. pineapples and a large va- 
riety of grapefruits, or shaddocks, will be included 
‘among the other secimens of sub-tropical fruits which 
will be exhibited in the National museum during the 
Ppomological convention. ‘Lhe different varieties ot 
the shaddock form one of the notable additions to the 
citrus fruit family which has increased tremendously 
in America during the past decade. A small round 
fruit, actually called a “pomeio,” ts being accepted a® 
a distinctly American production. Pomelo is the 
Proper name for all grapefruit, but the gefentists have 
not been able to persuade people to use it. The new 
“pomelo” pomelo differs from the ordinary grapefruit 
in being slightly flattened and is less stringent and 
acid in flavor, 
e one 

‘The American Pomological association was organ- 
ized seventy-five years ago und is still governed by 
the constitution adopted in 1852. Its object has been 
th- advancement of pomology which has been recog- 
nized a# a higher branch of agriculture. The organt- 
zation always has co-operated with the department ot 
agriculture and 1s recognized by the department as 
having had great influence {. improving and enlarg- 
ing the frult and nut resources of the country. Its 
work is carried on chiefly by committees 
Those include a state fruit committee for each of the 
sta‘es, territories and provinces, a standing commit- 
tee of native fruits and one on foreign fruits, an ex- 
ecutive committee which manages the affairs of the 
Society and a committee on synonyms which prevents 
the duplication of the same varieties under different 
names. 


Whe the society was organized in 1848, the fruit 
products of the country included little more than the! 
apple, peach, pear, plum, cherry and several varieties 
of berries, and the range of these was retricted to 
narrow sections. Largely through the influence of the 
scciety, the apple has extended its growth into almost 
every state in the country and the peach range has 
been broadened, far beyond its original confines. Now 
they include almostevery importantfrult grown in the 
world and many new varieties of these have been de 
veloped. The evolution of the fruit growing industry 
of America largely may be credited to the efforts of 
the pomological society. 

cee 

One of the important services rendered by the or- 
ganization has been the scientific cataloging of the 
fruits of the country. This was begun in 1862, when 
thirty-five districts reported upon the fruits grown in 
their localities. The lists were enlarged from year to 
year as new varieties were added. A special commit~ 
tee now has charge of the work of compiling a new 
fruit catalogue for the society, which will contain a 
full list of all of the fruits and nuts grown in Amer- 
ica with their nomenclature and proper terminology, 
as well as descriptions of the conditions of climate and 
soil required for their development. 


cee 


The society recently has given considerable atten- 
tion to the problems of marketing the fruits of differ- 
ent kinds, as this has an important bearing upon the 
increase of production. The development of the te 
frigerator car system is largely due to the increased 
production of citrus and other perishable fruit. With 
in the past twenty-five years this production his 
grown from 2,000,000 to 25,000,000 boxes, or more tuan 
1,200 per cent. The citrus fruit crop of California 
alone now approximates 50,000 carloads. 
see 

The possibilities of quick marketing were demon- 
Strated in the arrangements made by the organizations 
of California fruit growers. ‘The creation of a bureall 
of markets under the department of agriculture, as ad 
vocated by Senator Hoke Smith, of Georgia, is likely 
to be approved by the pomologists at their convention: 
Such a bureau would expand the work of the present 
division of markets, investigating the conditions of 
crop marketing inthe same manner as crop production 
is now being studied, and place the results of these 
studies in the hands of the growers. In Minnesota and 
a number of other states, co-operative marketing 1* 
being organized successfully among frult growers 
The conditions and requirements for fruit package# 
and packing for organization handling will also be 
taken up in connection with organized marketing.

To waltz means to turn forward from} 
place to place, or to advance by turn- 
ing. As a rule round dances proceed 
along the line to the right, with a varta- 
tion known as “reversing,” in which | 
the opposite direction -is maintained. 
The difficulty in reversing is due to the 
fact that the dancer must make a com- 
plete turn, whereas in the direct waltz 
to the right this is not necessary. But 
the reverse not only adds beauty and 
grace to the movement but prevents 
dizziness, which might otherwise make 
gancing unpleasant if not really danger- 
ous. 
This is just as true in the new dances. 
Originally the waltz was danced at a 
rate of-about sixty ‘measures, or beats, 
to the minute. It had three steps, and 
was so smooth and easy when well done 
that 1t was said it could be danced upon 
a plate, But gradually, except in avery 
few places, the time was hurried, and 
us many as 100 measures to the minute 
became the custom, m 

Johann Strauss, the waltz king, played 
his numbers at a rate of about seventy- 
two measures to the minute, which may 
be regarded as a fair, average time 
for eed dancing. The Vienna waltz,

The rules for good waltzing apply 
to the new dances, as I shall subse- 
quently explain. The balance should be 
on the inside ball of the foot. You 
should come down on the heel only for 
turning.

NEW YORK.—There is a movement 
in underwear with as strong a current 
It was neces- 
to change the linen women wear 
in order that it might accommodate 
the gowns they wear. When the hobble 
skirt was a seeming jest and a con- 
stant by-word, to say nothing of a hiss- 
ing, it did not enter women’s heads to 
consider a change in underlinen neces- 
sary; but when the tight skirt became 
an accepted garment, then petticoats 
had to-be recut or eliminated. 

When the transparent bodice was 
merely a fantasy of the French dress- 
|maker women did not think ofits re- 
lation to their corset-cover and knitted 
undershirt, if they wore the latter 
abomination. Now a transparent 
blouse is as universal as the narrow 
skirt and the majority of women lend 
ear to the rumors that it will remain 
in style for a year to come, so they 
find they must abandon the ordinary 
corset cover. 

You can see for yourself that it does 
not look very well to have white muslin 
with colored ribbons showing for five 
or six inches above the belt through a 
transparent layer of chiffon or net. 

Now this is not the only problem; 
the evening gown is cut low in front, 
lowef than the usual corset cover, and 
one has to tuck in the latter garment in 
order to accommodate the open V. 
shape wedge of the outer blouse. Even 
ordinary blouses are now of net and 
chiffon cloth, unless they are for morn- 
ing wear. 

With tailored suits, gdod taste still 
demands blouses of muslin or wash 
silk, plaited or plain, that hide in some 
degree, the corset cover and the skin 
beneath. This fact can be claimed a 
little more strongly for the silk than 
the muslin blouse, for women now use 
batiste and Paris lawn, which have lit- 
tle thickness. 

It is easy to see that these modern 
garments, commonly accepted, call for 
an entire change in the number, the 
shape and the material of which under- 
clothes are made. 

The Modern Petticoat. 

First, what to do with the petticoat! 
That ts a question that each woman asks 
herself or her neighbor at the beginning 
of the season. If her skirt is lined she 
can easily eliminate it, but a cloth skirt, 
although thick enough not to let the 
light through, demands some kind of

Imediately after the meeting the athletic authorities at Georgia 
were notified of this action by telegram, and it is not anticipated that 
Georgia will decline to play, since the Georgla-Tech game is the biggest 
football event of the season for both collegés, and neither would forego 
the chance of winning a victory. r 

In declining to play at Ponce de Leon, which the Georgia authort- 
ties demanded, the Tech authorities advance numerous arguments in 
support of their position, and these arguments were set forth at length 
in ‘The Journal yesterday. 

As to seating capacity, they claim that Grant field will accomino- 
date something like 5,300 persons, whereas Ponce de Leon park, ex 
cluding the bleachers, will aecommodate only 4,000. They claim the 
bleachers must be excluded, because they are unfit for use ct a rootbalt 
game, being away off at the end where spectators could practically 
nothing of the game. 

Further, they claim that all tae Grant field seats Ne parallel to the 
side lines of the gridiron, whereas only about 1,500 seats at Ponce de 
Leon have this advantage. They claim all the box seats at Grant field 
are elevated, so that spectators can see above tae heads of the privileged 
ones who are admitted to the side lines, whereas the Ponce de Leon 
pox seats are on a dead ‘level with the field itself, shutting off the view 
when people stand up along the side lines. : : 

As to automobile parking facilities, they claim there is abundant 
space on three sides of the gridiron at Grant field, whereas c ne panes 
parked on one side of the field only, at Pon e de Leon; while as for

The Grandolddope in the way of post-mortem palaver is an elastic 
institution, buoyant, virile and lacking little lustre where even reason 
is dethroned 

It is a hardy plant—but it has its Jimits. And one of tthése limits 
consists In peering at a football game through gray sheets of a blinding 
rain and outlining the whys, wherefores and general status of 22 mud- 
coated athletes splashing around ankle-deep on a field that would make 
an average lake look dry and dusty. Football under these conditions 
isn’t a game—but a gamble. And the dope thereof proves anything 
that you want to believe. Only this, Lenore—this and nothing more. 


HARVARD-PRINCETON. 

The eighteenth clash between Princeton and Harvard has now 
skidded into mediaeval history and Harvard has lifted her count to five 
victories against thirteen defeats. 

But Harvard, even in victory, upset what little dope there happened 
to be left. We expected to see Harvard come to Princeton with one of 
the great football machines of the game, and the Tiger fighting a game 
but hopless battle from the start. On the other hand we saw nothing 
of the sort. We saw Harvard come with a great backfleld—a great all- 
round trio—but a team that was great in no other respects. For be- 
yond the brilliancy of Mahan and Brickley, Harvard was outplayed b; 
a team that in place of being,doomed from the start, earned at least 
a draw on general all-round display of stuff. Princeton earned five 
shots at Harvard's goal with a wet, heavy, slippery oval to shoot with. 
Harvard earned four at Princeton bar and under conditions that were 
bound to produce a raw gamble, Harvard landed the one shot that de- 
clded the fray. 


THE TIGHR SURPRISE. 
we suggested before, there was no dope to that battle. Tt was 
a question of swim, slide, skate, flounder, splash, slip, skia, 
and then take what was left.

SHIFT IN THE WATER-LOGGED DOPE. 

There was also a double shift in the water-logged dope. Harvard 
failed to show the machine power she was supposed to have and Prince- 
te showed a good bit more power than she had been given credit. 
Harvard wasn't as good as people thought she was and Princeton was 
better. Princeton looked to be a better eleven than the Tiger array 
of 1912. WHarvard’s team isn’t as dangerous under this game for her 
line isn’t as good as the 1912 Red line, and whilg Mahan nes been added 
to the offense, the wonderful punting of the mystic Felton 1s badly 
missed. Mahan is a wonder—a marvel as a broken field runner—but 
hardly wonderful enough to replace Felton, Wendell and Parmenter 
three very valuable football players who ended their careers last fall. 

ON A DRY FIELD, 

As for Princeton, well, we'd: like to see the Tiger I= one stg game 
at least upon a fairly dry field. Against Dartmouth and Harvard, her 
two big games to date, she hasn’t had a chance to show much except 
her versatility or lack iiity in water sports. Hobe Baker, her 
greatest single ass: ug back who depends upon quick start~ 
ing and a fast t s been practically useless so far as snowing his 
best form is concerned. Al! his superlative skill in the department of 
broken field running has been wiped away by a series of treshets, cloud- 
bursts and tidal wave No man can say whether the nea field has 
handicapped Princeton more than Dartmouth or Harvard—for these 
had speed behind the line that was badly handicapped—but we hope to 
see Princeton and Yale mget on a dry plain Saturday, just to see what 
Princeton’s machine really looks like—as a football machine and as an 
aquatic contortionist. For Princeton, from what she was abie to show 
Saturday, has a far better eleven than she has been given credit for and 
one that will beat Yale surely on a fast track unless Yale manageg to 
bound forward about 67 per cent. 


Lacking the all-round brilliancy of Harvard's backfield trio, there 
is hardly a spot in the Princeton team that any can call weak. Her 
forwards, especially Bellin and Phillips, tackles, are very fine; her ends 
are.above par and her backfield is good: She has shown a more consist- 
ent attack than Harvard—but one not as likely to become suddenly dan- 
gerous, for Princeton bas no one with the combined speed and running 
power of Brickley and Mahan, who can do about as many things with ® 
football as any pair that ever played. 


THE ClYyMSON ROUND-UP. 

Haryard’s line play is only fair; her kicking game is sadly trregu- 
lar and her general defense nothing to race about. She has good ends, 
but they are not classics. But im addition to Hardwick, a most vatu~ 
able person in many ways, Harvard has two people who lift her well 
above the mass in this new game. She has in Mahan the most danger- 
us broken field runner of the yea and in Brickley the most consist- 
ent scorer from the field of many years. Against any well trained, 
alert defense it is almost impossible to score from the 20-yard line. 
But Mahan is likely to score from much further|away—and If he doesn’t 
and Harvard's offense is stapped around the 20-yard zone, nothing but 
a fleet of airships can curb the irrepressible victory. He only pumped 
one over Saturday, but he was kicking a heavy. slippery, mud-covered, 
lopsided, missile from the depths of a young lake. 


In the meanwhile, Princeton can take great cheer from her Har- 
vard showing and know that Yale must improve abnormally to beat 
her back. We know now that Princeton has a firstclass football machine 
—a well-rounded one in every wa While Yale has yer to show that 

nything at all ageinst any team of rank. But this doesn’t 
Recessarily mean that Yale won't show anything on Saturday. She has 
emerged from these slumps before in t*'me to rise up and sandbag the 
astonished Tiger.
